There has been considerable com­ 
m ent lately as to whether the decen­ 
nial loard of equalization would be 
allowed additional time 
for the com­ 
pletion of its work. 
It has been ad­ 
vanced that the time allowed by law 
Is altogether too short for the work. 
Relevant to this Attorney General 
Sheets sa y s: 
“There is no provision for legally 
ex tending the time for the completing 
of the equalization of real property . 
But it does not necessarily follow that 
whatever 
is 
done by the decennial ! 
boards of equalization after the ex pi­ 
ration of the time for them to com­ 
plete the work will be illegal. If the 
statute limiting the time within which 
these boards 
shall 
complete 
their 
work is directory , then work done aft­ 
er the ex piration of 
this time will 
be legal and binding upon the tax pay ­ 
er. 
If, however, this statute should 
be construed as mandatory , then, of 
course, whatever is done 
thereafter 
would be void. To determine whether 
this statute is directory or mandatory , 
the purpose of its enactment should 
be considered. In my opinion, the pur­ 
pose of enacting the statute limiting 
the time for these boards to complete 
their labors was to require sy stem and 
dispatch in the performance of their 
duties. 
“The decennial state board of equal­ 
ization is required to meet 
on 
the 
l# st Tuesday of December, and, in or­ 
der to proceed with its labors, 
the 
returns from the 
county 
and 
city 
boards must be before it. The auditor 
of state should have some time before 
the meeting of the state 
board 
of 
equalization, in order to tabulate 
re­ 
turns from the county and city boards. 
These considerations evidently influ­ 
enced the 
legislature in limiting the 
tim e within which the city and coun­ 
ty boards should complete their work. 
This provision was not enacted for the 
benefit of the tax pay er. 
He is not 
injured if the time limit is not strictly 
followed, hence should not be heard to 
complain."

The parties are wanted to testify 
in regard to selling liquor without a 
license, as beer was reguarly sold in 
the place. 
The indications are that there may 
be the same kind of a round up in 
this city, as all the sporting element 
of the city and a great many of the 
notorious women left today to appear 
before the grand jury.

Every night high carnival was held 
at the house and it is stated that when 
the proper time arrives 
quite a num­ 
ber of young men and some elderly 
ones will be taken to Lisbon to tell 
what they know about the place. 
It is also stated that a boy but 16 
years of age was enticed 
into 
the 
place and ruined for life. His father 
became aware of the fact and deter­ 
mined to have the grand jury investi­ 
gate. 
Yesterday afternoon Officers Madden 
and Fittinger received a number of 
warrants from Lisbon for the inmates 
of the house and they proceeded to the 
place. Laughlin got wind of w hat was 
coming and departed with his bouncer, 
and w hen last seen was making tracks 
down the railroad track toward Yellow 
Creek. 
One man was in the house when the 
officers arrived, but he went out the 
back door at a rapid rate and disap­ 
peared in the swamp. 
The police got eight women and the 
whole bunch was hustled off to Lisbon, 
after the women had succeeded 
in 
getting enough suitable clothing 
to 
wear. 
The parties are wanted to testify 
in regard to selling liquor without a 
license, as beer was reguarly sold in 
the place. 
The indications are that there may 
he the same kind of a round up in 
this city, as all the sporting element 
of the city and a great many of the 
notorious women left today to appear 
before the grand jury. 
It is understood that the authorities 
are making an effort to break up the 
back room business and are after one 
place in particular in the city, as all 
the parties who spend their time at 
that place were among the witnesses. 
A list of the witnesses would cause 
the people of the city to open their 
oyes, as it includes several well known 
young men. 
The outcome of the affair will be 
kno vn in a few days.

system was necessary to secure Its 
consumption by the tissues. 
Bernard thought that the liver was 
active in the consumption of sugar and 
that disease of this organ caused dia­ 
betes. 
He therefore secured some of 
the blood going to the liver of a living 
animal and some of the blood that was 
just leaving It. 
To his surprise, the 
blood leaving the liver contained more 
sugar than that entering it. 
After assuring himself that his ob­ 
servations were correct, be tried bls 
experiments in different ways. 
He 
found that even in the blood leaving 
the liver of an animal that had been 
fed only on substances containing no 
sugar, sugar could be demons .rated. 
Even in a fasting animal the liver it­ 
self and the blood leaving it showed 
the presence of a form of sugar. 
Tile only possible conclusion from 
this was that the liver was capable of 
manufacturing this form of sugar out 
of nonsugar containing material, or 
even from the blood of a fasting ani­ 
mal.—Catholic World.

“I have been here 41) years, and per­ 
haps I have converted one Chinaman. 
When missionaries tell you that they 
have done more than that, do not be­ 
lieve

Trojans, seeing this move, believed 
the siege had been abandoned and, is­ 
suing from the city, took possession 
of the Greek camp. The wooden horse 
they determined to take inside as a 
votive offering to the gods. 
It being 
too large to pass through the gate a 
breach was made in the walls through 
which it was borne in triumph. 
That 
night the men inside the horse is­ 
sued forth, opened the gates to the 
Greeks waiting outside and Troy was 
captured. 
Imperialism is the wooden horse of 
Mr. Bryan’s campaign. Should he suc­ 
ceed in reaching the presidency by its 
means, a Democratic house of repre­ 
sentatives would 
be

same time, aud such changes be made

One man was in the house when the 
officers arrived, but he went out the 
back door at a rapid rate and disap­ 
peared in the swamp. 
The police got eight women and the 
whole bunch was hustled off to Lisbon, 
after the women had succeeded 
in 
getting enough suitable clothing 
to 
wear. 
The parties are wanted to testify 
in regard to selling liquor without a 
license, as beer was reguarly sold in 
the place. 
The indications are that there may 
he the 
same kind of a round up in 
this city, as all the sporting element 
of the city and a great many of the 
notorious women left today to appear 
before the grand jury. 
It is understood that the authorities 
are making an effort to break up the 
hack room business and are after one 
place in particular In the city, as all 
the parties who spend their time at 
that place were among the witnesses.
